The Letter From Nome. 

When the trial was resumed at 10 
o'clock this morning there were few 
spectators in the big courtroom, This 
was due to the fact that Boise's 
Fourth-of-July celebration is still in 
progress and does not officially end 
until after the masquerade ball to 
night. The defense offered as the 
first witness of the day, Marion W. 
Moore, of McNab, Ariz., a member of 
the executive board of the Western 
Federation of Miners. Moore said he 
first met Orchard in Denver, in May, 
1904. Orchard introduced himself 
Sometime later, after he had told Or- 
chard that he was going ‘to Alaska to 
organize a union at Nome, Orchard 
asked him he would mail a letter for 
him from Nome. It was addressed 
to Mrs, Harry Orchard, and Orchard 
told him he wanted to “get rid of that 
woman,” 

Moore said he arrived in Nome on 
August 12, 1905, and mailed the letter 
two days after. 

Following Moore upon the stand 
came Mrs. Mike Fallon, of Butte, 
Mont. The witness wis formerly Mrs. 
Hafry Waters,, wife of a man gener- 
ally known as “Kid” Waters, a gun 
mannufactarer, who operated in the 
mining regions of Colorado. Asked 
what “Kid” Waters did, the avitness 
replied: “A littl bit of everythitg, | 
detective chiefly.” 

Waters died in 1905. Mrs. Fallon 
said Waters had been employed as a 
detective by the Mine Owners’ Asse 
ciation.

In adjourning 
court today until Monday, Judge 
Wood said he hoped that the inter- 
vals would be.utilized by counsel in 
preparation that would prevent fur- 
ther delay and bring the, case to a 
speedy close. 
State's Rebuttal. 

It is expected that the rebuttal by 
the state will be given Wednesday, 
but much depends upon the extent of 
the cross-examination of Moyer and 
Haywood. Counsel for both sides 
after adjournment this afternoon were 
willing to admit the possibility of the 
end of the trial in two weeks. 

No Need for Militia. 

The five witnesses on the stand to- 
day testified about conditions in Col- 
orado during the disturbances at 
Cripple Creek, to show there was no 
reason to call out the militia, Oreh- 
ard was further discredited by Owen 
Barnes, a miner, who lived near the 
Independence station and who, Orch- 
ard said, assisted him in the manu- 
facture of bombs. Barnes said he 
knew Orchard, Adams, Easterly and 
others, but denied that he ever plan- 
ned or discussed criminal expeditions 
with Orchard.

“The amount of money invested in- 
to buildings erected in ‘Calgary from 
January 1, 1907, to June 30 inclusive, 
amounts to $811,020. The number of 
permits issued were 334, Following 
is the list by months:

“From this table can be seen that 
February was more than double the 
amount of January, while March went 
more than six times greater. April 
fell back somewhat, but in May the 
magnificent amount of $219,040 was 
reached and June topped them all. 

“This is a grand showing for the 
year to June 30, and should it con 
tinue at this rate it will eclipse all 
previous records.” 

The Record in Edmonton. 

For the six months ending June 30 
Edmonton's building permits totalled 
$1,784,935, or more than double that 
of Calgary in the same time, which 
were only 811,020, about the same as 
Edmonton had for the corresponding 
six months of 1906, when the city was 
much smaller than at present. 

It is not alone in the amount of 
the permits that the Capital city ex- 
ceeds Calgary, but also in the number 
of permits taken out by citizens, For 
the first six months of this year there 
wer issued 334 permits in Calgary, 
while those of Edmonton reached the 
total of 578-or more than half as 
much again,

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DECLARATION OF 
WAR PROPOSITION 


Presented By France Endorsed 
By Russia and Germany.-- 
England Withholds 
Opinion 


The Hague, July 5.—The sub«com- 
mittee of the Peace Conference on 
the rights and duties of neutral pow- 
ers in times of war, ete., met. this 
morning. M, Nelidoff, president of 
the conference, who had recovered 
from his indisposition, was present. 
The French proposition providing 
that there shall be a declaration of 
war before the opening of hostilities, 
and the amendment of the Nether: 
lands establishing a delay of 24 hours 
between a declaration of war and the 
opening of hostilities, were lengthil: 
disoussed, The military delegates 
to the Netherlands and France mada 
long speeches explaining their re- 
spective propositions, The Russian 
military delegate supported the 
French proposition, and Baron 
Marschall Von Rieberstein, Germany. 
rose and said: “Germany accepts in 
ita entirety the French proposition, 
which she considers conforms with 
the modern progress of warfare.” 
Joseph H. Choate, United 
Lord Reay, Great Britain; and M, 
Tsuzuki, Japan, declared they reserv- 
ed their opinions on the whole prin- 
ciple of the French and Dutch propo- 
sitions and consequently a vote on 


jthe subject was postponed until the 


next meeting of the sub-committee. 

At the session today of the conunit- 
tee on the Geneva convention the 
American proposition, the most im- 
portant of all, regarding the inviola- 
bility of private property at sea, was 
discussed. The debate shows 
Austria, the Netherlands, Norway and 
Greece, favor it, that Brazil, Portugal, 
Italy, France, Germany and Russia 
are conditionally favorable, and that 
Great Britain and the Spanish-Am- 
eriean republics are opposed to it. 
Spain and Japan did not express an 
opiiion, 

The American Pronosition. 

The discussion of the American pro- 
position was then begun. This pro- 
posal is as follows 

“The private property of all citizens 
of signatory pOwers with the excep- 
tion of contraband of war, shall be 
exempt on the high seas or else- 
where from capture or seizure by the 


armed vessels or military forces of 
said powers. Nothing in this rule 


implies ih any way the inviolability 
of vessels which will attempt to enter 
a port blockaded by the naval forces 
of said powers, nor of the cargo of 
said vessels.”’ 

Holland Supports America. 


W. H. De Beaufort (Holland) then 
read a declaration stating that the 
Duteh government adhered to the 


American principle considering — its 
great progress towards the humanitar- 
ian ideas prevailing in the present 
time, eonsequently Holland would 
support a proposal tending to secure 
this principle. 

M. Ruy Barbosa (Brazil) delivered a 
long speech, in which he explained 
that the statement made by him on 
June 28th, owing to the semi-secrecy 
ef the conference, had been wrongly 
interpreted as an unconditional 
herence to the Ameriean proposition. 
He wished to make it clear that Brazil 
was not the cai-paw of America, al- 
though she supported this American 
principle. M. Barbosa continued that 
as a general understanding could not 
be reached on the American proposi- 
tion he believed it wise to introduce 


}several amendments that would con- 


stitute a temporary solution of the 
matter along the lines—so far as pos- 


sible—of applying the principles of 
land warfare to private property at 
sea. 


Argentine Favors Conservation.

“To avoid between nations armed 
conflicts of purely pecuniary origin 
cauted by contracted debts and claim- 
ed by the subjects or citizens from 
one country from the government of 
another and also to guarantee that 
all contracted debts of the nature 
which are not settled in a friendly 
manner, through diplomacy, shall be 
submitted to arbitration 

“Tt is understood that coercive 
measures implying the use of military 
or naval forces to collect these debts 
eannot oceur until the creditor coun- 
try offers arbitration and the debtor 
country refuses it, leaves the offer 
unanswered, or until after the decision 
of the arbitrantors is not fulfilled by 
the debtor country, 

“It is understood the arbitration 
shall be according to the procedure 
set forth in chapter IIT (in the con- 
vention of 1899) for the poaceful ar- 
rangement of international conflicts 
at The Hague. The arbitration must 
also establish in equity the amount 
of the debit, the time and mode of 
payment, and the guarantee to be 
given, if necessiry before the pay- 
ment is made.”"

“The only additional luxury I have 
indulged myself since I became presi- 
dent,” said Mr. Roosevelt, ‘‘has been 
my riding horses. My mode of out- 
door life has been changed to the ex- 
tent of maintaining a pair of horses 
that are good jumpers. I am very 
fond of jumping the hurdles and it 
is one sport that has been adopted 
since I have been president,’’ Mr. 
Roosevelt has a fine pair of jumpers, 
one of which recently carried him 
over a hurdle five ieet seven inches 
high. When realizes that this is the 
height of a medium-sized man, it is 
apparent that the horse is one of 
which the possessor can be justlyrk 
which the possessor has reason to be 
proud. Mr. Roosevelt is no longer a 
lightweight, and the animal that lifts 
his five fect seyen inches above the 
ground must be strong and vigorous, 

Before he became piesident and 
while living in Washington he did a 
great deal of walkin. With Mrs. 
Roosevelt and the children he went 
through the. parks and woods near 
the city. Adapting himself to condi- 
tions he sought and jound his outdoor 
exercise with his family. ‘And there 
is a great deal of pleasure in outings 
of that kind,‘” he said. “I used to 
drag along a little red wagon which 
the children called the ‘’spress wag- 
on,’ and we spent hours in the woods 
enjoying ourselves and filling our 
— with fresh air.” 

ere is a little sermon in that sug- 
gestion for the man who never goes 
anywhere with his family; whose exer- 
@ise is taken, if at all ,in the com- 
Pany of men, and whose wife and 
children never enjoy the companion- 
ship of the husband and father in his 
outings. 

In those days Mr. Roosevelt also 
took more vigorous exercise, walking 
and “trotting” with his friends who 
went on long tramps simply for the 
enjoyment of it. ‘“Theer is nothin 
better than j& cross country tramp,” 
Mr. Roosevelt asserts. “It is full of 
life and action, and with companions 
of similar tastes there is little in the 
way oi open air exercise more enjoy- 
able.” 

Trying Out His Friends. 

In walking the President likes to 
take difficult and unfrequented routes 
where hill climbing is necessary. He 
does not stop at crossing streams, and 
it i related that he once led two com- 
-panions across the Chesapeake & 
Ohio canal where all had to swim, 
One of them had on his good clothes; 
but he was game, and won she Presi- 
dent’s admirsticu. On another oe 
casion the President and his compan- 
ion climbed a steep and rock hill side 
which meant real business. Reaching 
the top without much effort and not 
without some slight damage, the Pres- 
ident looked around and reamarked 
that they would go down again, 

“What did you come up here lor? 


ior three or four men who play tennis 
and a game is arranged. It takes oniy 
a moment for Mr, Roosevelt to throw 
off his business clothes and put on a 
sweater and appear on the tennis 
court ready for a match. ‘‘Tennis 16 
a game which requires attention,” he 
said, “and to play a fair game one 
must give his mind to it, and the rest 
from business cares is achieved.” 

If there is one thing that gives the 
President greater pleasure than any. 
thing else it is the pursuit of big 
game. it needs no assertion from hin 
to prove this, as the state dining room 
at the White House and his own 
home at Oyster Bay are adorned with 
the heads of grizzly bears, black 
bears, elk, moose mountain sheep, 
antelope and deer showing that he 
has pursued successfully the fiercest 
and most cunning animals oi this 
country. He has experienced an ex- 
hilaration of sucess in hunting big 
game and felt the thrill of life and 
courage that follows the conquest cf 
a& dangerous wild beast. Moreover, 
hunting means camping and roughing 
it, something the President  thor- 
oughly enjoys. It is camp life, life 
on the plains and in the woods, he 
says, that teaches one to respect the 
equality of man. There men have to 
prove their equality, and are meas- 
ured by standards that are never 
false, 

Soon after Mr. Roosevelt was elect- 
ed vice-president, and before the in- 
auguration, he indulged his desire for 
a hunt, and went into Colorado where 
he shot a number of mountain lions 
and bob-cats. When he became Presi- 
dent he for a time decided to give up 
hunting, shrinking from the term 
“sporting President” which might be 
applied to him. But he later decided 
to be himself and not to change his 
course of life and pastimes because 
he held the Highest office in the land. 
He obeyed “the call of the wild” 
when the longing for the camp, the 
horses and hounds, the long tramp 
with gun on his shoulder, and the 
sharp conflict with the fierce wild 
beast was more than he could with 
stand. Such sport he loves, and its 
oceasional indulgence gives him the 
keenest enjoyment. 

One form of outdoor life advocated 
by the President relates to the study 
ot natural history which time spent 
in the fields and woods affords. He 
likes to take walks with persons whose 
bent lies in the same direction, and 
who can discuss with him the won- 
deriul things in nature. This furn- 
shes a wide field of investigation and 
discussion, and it is a form of relax. 
ation which gives the President a 
great deal of pleasure. He does not 
class it as a sport, but as an outdoor 
recreation, useful and entertaining. 

Wrestling and boxing are sports 
that the President has cast aside, al-

It will make possible the de- 
velopment of a rogion of immense 
mineral and forest. wealth, which ab- 
solutely requires cheap  transporta- 
tion, and which is not now accessible. 
It is estimated that there is from 1,- 
250,000 to 2,000,000 electric horse-

claimed by the champions of this 
eanal project that it would reduce the 
cost of carriage of grain to Montreal 
by three and a half cents. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, the Canadian premier, is a 
strong believer in the enterprise, and 
Mr. James J. Hili, the greatest au- 
thority on transportation matters in 
the United States, has stated that the 
Georgian Bay canal would capture the 


trade of the American North-West as | 


far south as Kansas City. The report 
of the engineers on their survey has 
focussed public attention strongly on 
this matter. The outlay involved is 
so large that nothing will be done | 
without full consideration of all the 
issues involved, particularly on ac- 
count of the heavy expenditures that | 
the Dominion is now making for the 
opening of a second transcontinental | 
railway route across Canada. When | 
this latter has been accomplished, | 
however, it is quite possible that the 
next important work to be underaken 
for the cheapening of Canadian trans- 
portation will be this canal. | 

A glance at any of the published 
maps will show the geographical posi- 
tion ot the waterway, and the attrac- 
ions it offers, not only to Canada, but 
to the United States North-West; 
among others, the fact that the north- 
ern route is cooler, and therefore there 
is less danger of heating in transit, | 
which difficulty prevails via the south- 
ern routes. In the latter case a guar- 
antee is required of the quality of the 
grain after the first of April. It will 
not only afford facilities for the grain 
traffic, but also for the carriage of 
meats in refrigerator ships to any 
port in the world.

Advantage in favour of the proposed 
waterway, Fort William to Montreal, 
414 miles to Liverpool, as against the | 
Buffalo route, 1,198 miles. | 

The saving in distance from Winni- 
peg to Montreal, all rail, is 1,306 miles 
via Fort William, and the Georgian 
Bay route, 1,309. j 

It will be seen that Montreal would 
be nearer Duluth than Buffalo is, and | 
Chicago and Buffalo, and Chicego and | 
Montreal equi-distant. | 

In the matter of rates, it is appar- | 
ent that the short line mileage afford- | 
ed by the route would enable it not 
only to compete but to control the 
rates from the territory above men- 
tioned in the United States, and ma- 
terially reduce the rates on grain from 
the Canadian North-West. | 

Very little of the grain of the North- | 
West finds its way to the seaboard all 
rail. In no year has it exceeded two | 
million bushels. At present the bulk 
of it is taken to Fort William, Port 
Arthur and Duluth, thence by water 
to ports on the Georgian Bay or Buf- 
falo, and rail irom there to the sea- 
board. A certain quantity has, es- 
pecially during the past few years, | 
owing partly to the congestion at 
lower lake ports, gone by the all-water 
route via the Welland and St. Lawr- 
ence canals to Montreal, which, how- 
ever, necessitated a transfer en route 
at Port Colborne or Kingston, and 
more or less shrinkage and extra 
charge for elevation, all of which adds | 
to the cost of transportation. 

Existing routes to Montreal, all- 
water or lake and rail, are practically 
governed by the rates that prevail via 
Buffalo. The rates from Duluth to 
New York via Buffalo is 6.71 cents 
per bushel, Allowing for the same 
rate per mile by the Georgian bay | 
route, with the addition for delays, 
ete.,, the cost from Duluth to Mon- | 
treal would be 2.62 cents per bushel. | 
That is, the latter route provides for 
putting the grain on board vessel at | 
the seaboard for 4,09 cénts per bushel | 
less than by Buffalo. | 

The time of a steamer in transit 
from Fort William to Montreal via the 
Ottawa route should not exceed five 
days, equal to average time on cargoes 
via the shortest lake and rail rovte. 

lhe saving in transhipment and ele- 
vator charges by this route will go 
largely to pay the vost of transporta-

That declaration was made 
by both operators and miners before 
the coal commission. Up to that age 
growth and development was rapidly 
taking place and the boys needed the 
fresh air and sunlight. Employment 
underground, prior to that age would 
result in stunted growth and physical 
weakness. It was clear, however,that 
very few under the age of sixteen 
worked in the mines of Alberta, but, 
as the regulations permitted it, it was 
urged most strenuously that the limit 
should be adVanced to sixteen years. 
There is another argument in favor of 
this age limit and that is that it will 
enable a boy to secure a good educa- 
tion before he enters upon his work. 
Some of us may say, ‘Well, a boy who 
attends school until he is sixteen will 
not want to work in a mine. It will 
not be good enough for him.” That 
sounds very well, too, but you will 
find the average Hnglish-speaking 
miner of the present day an intellig- 
ent, thoughtiul fellow, who has an ex- 
alted opinion of his vocation. It is 
true, probably, that in some cases the 
educated son of a miner would object 
to “following in his father’s foot- 
steps,’ bat in the great majority of 
instances the whole trend of the boys 
in a mining camp is towards employ- 
ment in. the mine. And just here 
while on this subject of working in 
the mines it is worth mentioning that 
two mediegl men of wide experience | 
in mining camps told the vommis- 
ioners that the general health of | 
miners Was good, better on the av- 
erage than any other class of men. 


In British Columbia the mine in- 
spector’s report, at least a summary of | 
it, is required to be posted in a con- | 
spicuous place so that the miners can 
read it and become acquainted with 
conditions in the mine as the inspee- 
tor found them. In Alberta all the | 
inspectpr does at present is make out | 
his report and send it to the depart: | 
ment of publie works, Thus the men | 
are not given an opportunity of know- | 
ing the inspector’s opinion of the | 
mine. It seems to be important that | 
the man who has to work in the mine | 
day in and day out, should be made | 
acquainted with existing conditions,as 
viewed by the inspector employed and 
paid by the government. For inst- | 
ance, if there is a bad spot in the mine | 
the inspector's report should tell about 
it and thus give warning to the men 
The report not being posted would 
leave the men in total ignorance of 
existing dangers. The miners will 
likely win their point and have the 
reports yosted in the future. 

When the suggestion. was offered 
that men should -pass an examina- 
tion before taking up miner’s work, 
objection was offered bY some of the 
operators on the ground that it would 
be a barrier to the engagement o/ 
sufficient labor to operate the mines. 
\t present, they said, it is difficult 
to secure sufficient labor of any kind | 
in the mines. That was the reason 
they had to employ so many untrain- 
ed foreigners and they argued that 
conditions would be extremely seri- 
ous 'f examinations had to be passed 
before a man could seeure work. It 
might mean that skilled labor, for that 
would be the requirement under an 
examination stipulation, would be so 
searee that coal enough to meet the 
requirements of the people could not 
be produced. The threat was’ also made | 
that any legislation curtailing the pro- 
dutcion of the mines would necessi- 
tate an advance in the price of coal 
to the consumer. 


The miners at several points com- 
plained of the scarcity of timber. 
Timbers are used by miners to pro- 
tect the roof and sides of a working 
place in a mine and are exceedingly 
important to the careful conduct of a 


} according to the law. 


}is incorporated but 


aiso the timbers are placed so far 
aWay trom the working places that the 
men lose a lot of time in bringing 
them to where they are needed. 4 hey 
think the mine regulations should 
make it incumbent upon the oper- 
ator to have the timber placed as 
conveniently as possible to where the 
inen are working, and, to the general 
public this will seem a reasonable de- 
mand, for the accessibility of the 
timbers ensures steady work for the 
miner and a greater output of coal 
for the operator, whereas the loss. of 
time through having to carry the tim- 
bers long distances seriously affects 
the coal producing capacity of a 
miner, 


Explosives are not kept in isolated 
plocs. They are frequently lett un- 
covered and near frequented spots and 
there is a continuous liability of a 
disaster. The men ask that all explo- 
sives be housed in a place away from 
the vicinity of a mine. It was alse 
suggested that non-freezing explosives 
—and it is claimed such a kind are 
produced—should be used. It was 
pointed out that in thawing out ex- 
plosives in the winter men were fre- 
quently injured, sometimes quite ser- 
jously. If there is a non-freezing ex- 
Plosive in existence the operators 
Will readily be convinced of the ad- 
vantage of using it, as a protection to 
their men, 


The only suggestion as to legisla- 
tion offered by the operators was that 
unions should be incorporated. The 


jteison advanced was that at present 


an agreement with the union was not 
worth the paper it was written on as 
the union was not a responsible body 
If it was in- 


corporated then it would be on the 


jsame basis as the incorporated con: 


pany and would be compelled to ad- 
here to all agreements. On the other 
hand the union people claimed that 
if they were incorporated there would 
be no protection tor their funds. The 
corporation could, and would say, 
carry an action irom court to court 
and eventually eat up all the union 
money. There is a good deal of truth 


jin that statement. At he same time 
jit seems reasonable that 


some law 
should be passed making the unions 
legally responsible for all agreements 
to which they attach their signatures. 
\ law could be passed incorporating 
a union in the same way as a church 
affording protee- 
tion to the funds as is the case with 
the incorporated chureh, 

Every mine in Southern Alberta 
Alberta pays the wages of the men 
monthly It appears that pay day 
and the day after are taken as holi- 
days by the miners. Many of the 
men get out and spend their money 
over the bar and it usually takes all 
the next day to remove the big head 
and bad taste. Drop into a coal min- 
ing camp at any cther time than the 
pay day period and you will decide 
here is less drinking and ¢éisorderli- 
hess than in towns whese temperance 
sentiment is supposed to be well 
grounded, The miners are eager for 
a semi-monthly pay. In many of the 
mining camps a cash system has been 
stablished by the merchants and the 


miners say, with wages coming only | 


once a month, they cannot avail them- 
selves as well of the cash bargains 
as they could if they received their 
wages twice a month. The operators 
object to a,semi-monhly pay because

Bradstreet's and Deere Present 
Brighter Reports as iu ine 
creased Business. 


New York, July 5.—Bradstreets to 
morrow will say: “Continued favor- 
able weather conditions have made 
for further crop developments  ex- 
pansion in retail trade in light sum- 
mer goods and notable stimulation o 
hitherto lagging re-order business. 

The poor start that the crops have 
had and the failure of retail stocks 
to move rapidly have made, however 
for great irregularity in the reporte 
from different districts, though there 
have been a vast improvement es 
compared with a month ago, One ot 
the most favorable developments cot 
the week has been the improvement 
noted in collections in many markets, 
4 sure sign that retail stocks are mov 
ing, though the number of cities re- 
porting reduction sales or slow trade 
is sufficiently large to show that 
trade in summer trade has not in ell 
cases been satistactory. 

The usual measures of business, 
such as clearings and failures point 
to irregular conditions, In failures 
the number is down to the lowest 
minimum of the past twenty-five 
years, but the liabilities are the 
largest, with one exception, for ten 
years past. Increased percentages o 
assets over liabilities this year point 
apparently to mc ney market strain on 
otherwise solvent concerns, 

The crops reports are irregular, but 
late as a whole. and perfect weather 
is needed tor good results. In Can 
ada, continued good weather and 
steady crop improvement are a 
stimalus of retail trade. re-order 
business and fall orders alike, and 
the feeling throughout Canada ¢s 
much more optimistic than some 
time ago. The wheat crop, which 
was planted three weeks late, is not 
more than ten days behind, and a 
heavy yield of good quality is pos 
sible. 

Colored’ cottons have beeh advane 
ed 15 to 20 per cent, Many lines ci 
canned goods are totally sold out, 
and building is active, with materia! 
in’ demand. There will be no as 
paragus packed this year owing — tc 
the short crop Montreal reports are 
an excellent business in ready-made 
clothing.
